My work in general tends to be along the lines of straight photography. My 
compositions are not cropped, they are printed full frame. Since I perform my own 
color printing I prefer not to use any darkroom manipulation in the majority of my 
photographs. 

I would say my style tends to be influenced by Lee Friedlander, Joel Meyerowitz, 
and Harry Callahan in regards to composition and use of color. 

I am inclined to think in terms of a series of photographs, a theme. I seldom 
take random photographs that do not pertain to a motif of some sort that I am ex¬ 
ploring at the time. To be able to return to a specific environment and examine it 
continuously and spontaneously with my camera until I have exhausted the area is my 
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pattern of behavior as opposed to working in a controlled, environment of the 
studio. I also love to pack my pictures with information, detail, order, and 

visual cues to keep the eye and the mind moving - mental stimulation tends to 

be one of ray primary motivations in arranging my images. 

The one major difference between this series of photographs. On The Ohio River 
and others that I have done in the past is the lack of people present. These photo¬ 
graphs coincide with a major transition in my life. Here I am dealing with myself, 
looking back to where I came from (my grandparents and my parents included), my 
childhood remembrances, where I have been and where I might be going.in the future. 
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
